Residents in Skelmersdale, in particular, 
claim the menace has escalated in the last 24 
months, ironically since a barrier was put in 
place at Abbystead to try and stop the yobs in 
their tracks. 

Ms Cooper, said: “I have recently had a 
meeting with Chief Inspector Abbott at Lan- 
cashire Constabulary who assured me that 
the police are 
committed to 
dealing with ASB 
motorcycle nuis- 
ance and 
understand the 
harm it can have 
on the community. 

“The police have 
recently seized a 
number of motor- 
cycles used in this 
way and will con- 
tinue to target 
individuals who 
cause nuisance 
and ASB with 
motorcycle and G1 Chris Abbott 
quadbike use. 

“The police urge residents to continue to 
send any information about this antisocial 
behaviour to oprider@lancashire.pnn.police 
.uk or call 101, as this helps the police to tar- 
get individuals and work out where the most 
common areas are for these offenders. 

“The police can only do the job properly 
with help and information from local resid- 
ents,” she added. 
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Teenage girl Ra by man on way to school 


A 14-YEAR-OLD schoolgirl on her 
way to school in Skelmersdale was 
grabbed by a man who offered her 
sweets. 

The incident happened on a path 
between Eskdale and Southway 
near to a wooded area at about 
8.30am on Friday, June 25. 

The girl managed to wriggle free 
and run home and the police were 
called. 

She is physically unharmed, 
although police believe it must 
have been an “extremely trau-

An investigation is under-way 
and police are appealing for wit- 
nesses or anyone with CCTV or 
dashcam footage. 

Detective Insp Vicky Cain, of 
South CID, said: “This must have 
been an extremely traumatic 
incident for this young girl and she 
is now being supported by spe- 
cially trained officers. 

“We have launched an investiga- 
tion and we have a team of

detectives who are following a 
number of lines of enquiry. 

“I appreciate the concern that 
this incident may have caused in 
the area and I would reassure 
people that we are doing all we 
can to identify and apprehend the 
offender. 

“We have extra police out and 
about in the area and I would 
encourage anyone with informa- 
tion or concerns to speak to an 
officer.”

Michelle Speak, headteacher of Asmall 
Primary School, said: “This awful fire has dev- 
astated our school. I am so grateful to Edge 
Hill University for stepping in and allowing us 
to use their campus. 

“As well as being located close to our school, 
the university can also accommodate all of our 
children, including the nursery, so that they 
can all remain together. 

“Our children will also have access to amaz- 
ing facilities including a sports hall, a forest 
school, and designated outdoor spaces. 

“This arrangement also means that our chil- 
dren will have experience of life on a 
university campus, which will hopefully 
inspire them for the future. We are going to 
have an exciting adventure and we hope that 
our children will have many happy memories 
of their time at Edge Hill University." 

Dr Jane Moore, Edge Hill’s Dean of Faculty of 
Education, said: “Education is so important 
and we know that schools have already been 
impacted enough during the pandemic, so 
when we heard about the fire at Asmall 
Primary we wanted to give something back to 
our community.

Special thanks go to 
the staff and children at Delphside Primary, 
who had a fundraising day this week and 
donated £750! 


“The county council has also been marvel- 
lous in the way they supported us at the time 
of the fire and in everything they are providing 
and putting in place since. A huge thank you 
to everyone who is rallying round to help us 
on behalf of myself, the school staff, parents 
and governors.” 

Parents are being kept fully informed of all 
developments and have been extremely sup- 
portive of the school. 

Kerry Smith, who has two children at Asmall 
Primary School, said: “The outpouring of sup- 
port from the local community within hours of 
the fire starting has been overwhelming, we as 
parents can’t thank everyone enough. 

“I have two girls at Asmall Primary School, 
the teachers are all fantastic and we couldn’t 
wish for a better Headteacher in Mrs. Speak, 
she has worked tirelessly since the fire, arran- 
ging the move and keeping us all up to date on 
progress daily. 

“I work at Edge Hill University, when I heard 
that they had offered their support I couldn’t 
be prouder to work there and couldnt wish for 
a better venue for our children. They will have 
an amazing adventure and what a great lesson 
this has been for our children - this whole 
experience will teach them how a negative can 
be turned very quickly into a positive.” 

Lancashire County Council is continuing to 
work closely with the school to provide neces- 
sary support. Plans are currently being 
developed for the start of the new term in 
September. 

An investigation into the cause of the fire is 
ongoing by Lancashire Constabulary and Lan- 
cashire Fire and Rescue Service.

LABOUR'S Skelmersdale North 
borough Councillor Neil Furey has 
hit out at Lancashire County 
Council’s £19 million budget 
underspend for 2020/21. 

Councillor Furey said the announce- 
ment on the underspend comes at a 
time the authority is cutting services 
and ‘neglecting services in places like 
Skelmersdale’.

A FEATURE film set on the 
Liverpool Home Front during 
World War Two stars a young 
actor from Ormskirk in a lead 
role. 

Former Ormskirk School pupil, 
Joseph Stanley, 22, plays Patrick 
O’Connor, a principal character 
in Enemy of the Heart written by 
Claryn Scott. 

Joseph is no stranger to por- 
traying lead roles having 
embarked on his first major 
screen venture as Chad in the six- 
part drama, Ringside currently 
screening on Amazon Prime. 

Just days after completing 
Enemy of the Heart, Joseph 
secured a principal role in the 
highly-anticipated three-part 
docu-drama, Liverpool Narcos 
soon to be launching on Sky Doc- 
umentaries with Joseph’s 
episode airing on June 10. 

For Enemy of the Heart, more 
than 600 applicants auditioned, 
with Joseph being cast as 21- 
year-old police officer Patrick, 
the nephew of Italian business- 
man, Gio Cipriani (Mattia 
Paradiso) living in Britain during

focusses on Patrick’s Irish-Italian 
family whose life is thrown into 
turmoil when Mussolini joins 
forces with Hitler to attack the 
country they’ve come to call 
home. 

Mr. Cipriani is taken by police 
from the family home at mid- 
night, interned as an Enemy 
Alien and sent aboard the S.S. 
Arandora Star destined for 
Canada. The ship was torpedoed 
by a German U boat on July 2, 
1940, just two days after it set 
sail from Liverpool. More than 
800 men lost their lives. 


A memorial currently stands at 
the city’s Pier Head. Around 
1,600 internees of Italian, Ger- 
man and Austrian heritage were 
taken from their homes across 
the UK and interned when Ger- 
many and Italy joined the war 
against France and Britain. 

On being cast as Patrick, Joseph 
said: “I loved every minute. To be 
a part of something so meaning- 
ful, is a privilege. I studied 
history at A Level and have a pas- 
sion for dramas with an historical 
context. 

“This film was a real eye- 
opener as it must have been an 
horrendous ordeal for all those 
families whose fathers were 
interned and never returned. The 
most challenging aspect was 
truly understanding what those 
families went through and being 
able to convey the emotional 
complexities through my per- 
formance. I hope I did the 
character justice.” 

Joseph has also featured in 
numerous commercials, most 
notably as a footballer alongside 
Ronaldo for NIKE and portrayed 
theatre roles with the Liverpool's 
Royal Court, The Liverpool 
Everyman and The Birmingham 
Crescent. 
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Trust to raise £300,000 
for University ‘research 


THE Parbold-based Natalie Kate Moss 
Trust has committed to raising 
£300,000 for the University of 
Manchester to fund further research 
into brain haemorrhage. 

The charity was set up in 2012 following 
the sudden death of 26-year-old Uni- 
versity of Manchester alumni, Natalie 
Moss, from a brain haemorrhage. 

Over the last ten years, the charity has 
funded many scholarships for students 
attending the university who have 
suffered a brain injury and has made a 
number of smaller donations to support 
research activities. 

This latest donation is a significant com- 
mitment from the charity and will fund 
the salary and running costs of a post PhD 
research fellow for three and a half years, 
within the stroke research team at the 
recently opened Geoffrey Jefferson Brain 
Research Centre. 

Haemorrhagic stroke - otherwise 
known as brain haemorrhage — is a sub- 
type of stroke. Around half of all patients 
who experience this type of stroke will 
die, and this death rate has changed very 
little in the past 30 years. This is in stark 
contrast to other diseases that have seen 
death rates reduce substantially over that 
time. 

There is currently no successful treat- 
ment for haemorrhagic stroke — making 
this is a key area of research focus for the 
Manchester Stroke Group. The uni- 
versity’s strengths in Neuroscience 
research and links with the UK’s largest 
clinical stroke centre make Manchester 
particularly well-placed to lead the search 
for better treatments.

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West Lancashire are now facing due to a change 
in the government’s debit card provider. 

Asylum seekers awaiting a decision on their 
application for leave to remain are held in a ‘limbo 
situation’ where they can’t work in the UK, but 
often they can neither afford to travel to another 
country or even back home. 

The Government provides weekly cash support of 
£39.63 through an allowance loaded onto a debit 
card, known as the ASPEN card. This money can 
then be spent on the card or withdrawn from a cash 
machine. 

Ms Cooper has commented since the government 
changed provider from Sodexo to Prepaid Financial 
Services Ltd, many issues have been reported, 
where the old card has been deactivated but the 
new card has either not arrived or is not working 
correctly. She added this leaves many in a state of 
absolute poverty and destitution. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper said: “I have 
written to the Home Secretary asking her to take 
immediate action to ensure thousands across the 
country and up to a hundred asylum seekers here 
in West Lancashire are not punished due to admin- 
istrative failings of the Home Office and their 
contracted financial services companies. 

“These people are already waiting for the Home 
Office to reach a decision on their application to 
stay in the UK - some waiting up to two years — and 
during that time they are barred from working des- 
pite staffing shortages across many industries, are 
provided with a paltry £39 a week to live off and 
now they are being given nothing!”

Logical way forward 
for the world’s best 
selling sports car..? 


NOT since Bob Dylan 
switched his instruments 
in the mid-Sixties has 
anything going electric 
generated as much fevered 
chatter - albeit in angry 
Facebook comments rather 
than column inches - but 
the Mazda MX-5 is going 
zero emissions. 

Not today, not tomorrow, 
but when the fifth 
generation rocks up it’ll almost certainly omit a 
fizzing twin cam engine for the first time. Of 
course it is. Not because Mazda itself dropped 
some fairly hefty hints just a few weeks ago, 
committing to making at least a quarter of its 
offerings completely electric and everything else 
in some sort of hybrid form, but because it’s the 
logical way forward for the world’s best-selling 
sports car. I know, because the man who designed 
the original told me. 

A couple of years ago I got the chance to inter- 
view Tsutomo ‘Tom’ Matano, who sculpted the 
shape of the very first MX-5, which almost 
overnight repopularised small two-seater roadsters 
when it was launched in 1989. He grew up idol- 
ising small, brilliantly packaged British cars — not 
just the Lotus Elan, whose influence on Mazda’s 
own two-seater is well documented, but cars like 
the Austin-Healey Sprite and the original Mini, and 
as a result one of his obsessions is making things as 
light and perfectly packaged as possible. 

I always thought the pop-up headlights on the 
first MX-5 was one of its best features, but he didn’t 
want them because the motors added weight. 


Mr Matano is a 
proper, driving-focused 
petrolhead in every 
sense of the word, but 
even he reckoned that 
the MX-5’s future is 
electric, and not just 
because it'll fit in with 
Boris’ pledge to end 
sales of internal com- 
bustion cars here by the 

n end of the decade. 
For Tom, it’s all about better weight distribution, 
because you can spread all those electric batteries 
around at the bottom of the car for a lower centre 
of gravity. 

It’s about being quicker off the line, because in an 
electric vehicle you have all the torque available in 
an instant, which is why there are so many clips on 
YouTube of Teslas embarrassing 911 Turbos in 
quarter-mile drag races. 

Best of all, it’s about mechanical simplicity, 
because an electric motor has only one moving part 
and no clutches or gearboxes to worry about. 

The tradeoff could actually make the MX-5 more 
practical, too; if it retains the same basic propor- 
tions as its predecessors and Mazda’s clever with 
the packaging, the next MX-5’s lack of an engine 
could actually give you a Porsche Boxster-esque 
proposition of having two boots to chuck your golf 
clubs in. 

In fact, I think the only real challenge is replicat- 
ing the fun of the current MX-5’s flick-of-the-wrist 
gearchange, which is probably the most entertain- 
ing way of flicking between cogs on any mass- 
market car, as electric cars don’t need manual gear- 


boxes. Then again 


(and whisper it 
quietly) my own MX- 
5’s an automatic and I 
think it’s 99 per cent as 
entertaining as the 
manual that went 
before, but far, far 
nicer to live with when 
you arent on a B-road 
somewhere in North 
Wales. 

I don’t know when 
the next MX-5 is going 
to arrive, but I reckon 
itll have no trouble 
attracting keen drivers. 
The big question is 
whether a zero emis-
